Parents claim 
rebrand will 
cost fortune in 
new uniforms

ABOUT £100,000 is being 
spent on re-branding 
King’s Ely - much to the 
horror of its former 
pupils. 

Some Old Eleans - the 
name given to former 
pupils at King’s - are furious 
with the move and claim 
the school’s head, Sue Free¬ 
stone, has “ignored” their 
views. 

They say parents will also be 
forced to fork out on extra costs 
on top of the fees to kit their 
children out in new uniforms. 

Mrs Freestone has refused to 
say how much the rebranding, 
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which includes launching a new 
logo, uniform and website for 
the independent school, is 
costing - but one Old Elean says 
it is in the region of £100,000. 

The former pupil, who did not 
want to be named, said tens of 
thousands of pounds have been 
spent on appointing a London- 
based graphic design firm to 
create the new logo. 

He said: “All of this has been 
rubber-stamped without anyone 
really being given a say. 

“The school’s getting a new 
logo, new website and all the 


children will all soon have to 
wear a new uniform. It’s costing 
in the region of £100,000, which 
many of us aren’t happy about. 

“Fees are high enough as it is 
without asking parents to kit 
their children out with new 
uniforms. It’s going to cost them 
a fortune. As far as the new logo 
is concerned, many of us don’t 
even like it. It’s too modern and 
it lacks character. But once 
again, our views have been 
ignored and the decisions have 
been made. 

“I know that around £40,000 
has been spent on the new logo 
as a London-based firm was 
commissioned to create it. It’s all 
far too extravagant.” 


Mrs Freestone would not say 
how much the rebranding 
exercise had cost but said the 
school’s old logo did “not reflect 
the reality of King’s Ely today”. 

She said: “We have waited 
until many amenities, such as 
signage, are considerably 
overdue for replacement in 
order to get best value out of this 
exercise and we have selected a 
new logo and uniform as part of 
a long and carefully planned and 
budgeted process. 

“The old logo, or, more 
accurately, logos, were borrowed 
and mutated from a variety of 
sources. They do not reflect the 
reality of King’s Ely today. 

“The new logo takes its 


inspiration from the architecture 
of the cathedral, the movement 
of the river, and colour from the 
ceiling of the nave, whilst 
cleverly incorporating the 
school’s initials.” 

Mrs Freestone said the new 
uniform will be phased in over a 
two-year period and that 
students will be able to wear 
their existing uniforms until the 
end of that period. 

Felicity Blake, the school’s 
deputy head, added: “A school is 
about the future and in order to 
provide properly for the young 
people in our care, we need to be 
a successful and vibrant 
enterprise, with a clear vision 
and brand.”

Axe-handle dad 
punched youth 


A FATHER confronted 
two teenagers who had 
been heckling his 
daughter outside his 
home by swinging an 
axe handle “like mad” 
and punching one of 
them, a court heard. 

Philip Barnes lost his 
temper after the pair, 
one of whom was his 
daughter’s ex-boyfriend, 
sat on his fence and 
hurled abuse at the girl 
in Kingfisher Drive, 
Soham. 

Paul Brown, pros¬ 
ecuting, read out a 
statement from the ex¬ 
boyfriend which des¬ 
cribed how Barnes, a 
44-year-old gardener, 
was “swinging the 
weapon like mad”. 

He added: “The 
victim is a friend of the 
ex-boyfriend and a 
verbal conversation has 
then taken place, and 
Mr Barnes has punched 


the victim to the face.” 

Michael Judkins, 
mitigating, said the 
daughter had come “to 
the end of her tether” 
because of the abuse. 

He said: “They had no 
business being outside 
Mr Barnes’s house on 
this occasion except for 
causing trouble.” 

He added witnesses 
said he was not swin¬ 
ging the axe handle but 
had it by his side. 

Barnes admitted 
possession of an 
offensive weapon in a 
public place and 
assaulting Arrin Cox by 
beating him. 

The case, which was 
heard by Cambridge 
magistrates on June 13, 
was adjourned after the 
prosecution and 
defence could not agree 
on how Barnes was 
holding the weapon 
during die argument.

Cinema giants are 
named In city move 


CINEWORLD is the 
company seeking to 
build a new cinema in 
Ely, the Weekly News can 
reveal. 

The major chain, which has 
76 cinemas across Britain, is in 
talks with East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council about 
coming to the city. 

District Cllr Tom Hunt, who 
represents Ely South ward, 
revealed that it is Cineworld 
behind the ambitious plans. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, he said: “It is Cineworld 
who wants to build this new 
cinema. 

“They’re a massive name 
and this is something we 
should all be excited about.” 

It was rumoured that it was 
Cineworld but the district 
council said it could not 
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confirm which company was 
looking to move to Ely. 

The revelation comes just 
days after the district council’s 
development and transport 
committee reduced six 
potential sites for the new 
facility to four. 

The possibility of building 
the cinema where Ely’s police 
station and council offices are, 
or where the Paradise Centre 
currently is, were removed as 
members said it made more 
sense to look at vacant sites. 

The locations now being put 
forward for public consul¬ 
tation are at junction of 


Downham Road/AlO, at the 
Ely Station gateway area, land 
west of Cambridgeshire 
Business Park in Angel Drove 
or on the new Ely North 
Development. 

Cllr Hunt added: “Per¬ 
sonally, I am fairly open- 
minded regarding the precise 
location, being far more 
motivated by ensuring that a 
cinema comes to Ely, full stop. 

He added: “My preference 
would be for a site in Ely that 
would allow for a speedy 
resolution of the leisure 
shortage problem in Ely. 

“All of the options in the 
consultation have their merits, 
but some would allow a far 
speedier resolution than 
others. This should definitely 
be seen as a positive.” 

District council leader Peter 
Moakes said: “The site of any 


cinema would clearly be 
determined by many reasons, 
but we felt it was important to 
involve the public in these 
discussions. 

“To ensure realistic expec¬ 
tations are set, we will consult 
on sites which are either 
available now or in the very 
near future. 

“It is really important that 
we are sensible about the 
deliverability of a cinema, for 
some of sites which were 
initially proposed would have 
taken many years to become 
available while others could be 
developed now.” 

A public consultation is 
expected to start later this 
month. 

Cineworld was unavailable 
for comment.

Councillor quits || 
in allowances row 


A METHODIST min¬ 
ister has resigned as a 
county councillor after 
being paid £23,000 in 
allowances to attend 
just 19 out of 52 
council meetings. 

Conservative Cllr Sara Cliff 
lives in Aspen Way in Soham 
- more than 100 miles away 
from her former constituents 
in Lincoln. 

Between June 2009 and the 
start of 2012, Cllr Cliff 
attended just 19 out of 52 
meetings of Lincolnshire 
County Council. 

After being elected in May 
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2009, she moved to Soham to 
become a minister in 2010. 

Council records show Cllr 
Cliff attended six out of eight 
committee meetings in 2009, 
four out of 17 in 2010, and 
one in 2011. She was on the 
strategic planning scrutiny 
sub-committee but relin¬ 
quished committee respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Between winning her seat 
and last month, Cllr Cliff 
attended eight out of 13 full 
county council meetings. 


Local government rules 
state councillors must attend 
at least one meeting every six 
months. 

A council spokesman con¬ 
firmed her attendance 
record. 

The minister, pictured, 
told the Weekly News: “I have 
taken the decision to resign 
my position from the county 
council. 

“I do feel that I have been 
misrepresented in the media 
and people will not be aware 
that I was seriously ill for six 
months in 2010, which 
impacted on the attendance 
record as reported. 


“However, while I did feel 
willing and able to carry on 
representing the people of 
Lincoln East, in view of the 
unwarranted hostility in the 
press, I am clear that this 
action is in the best interests 
of the Methodist church, the 
county council and my own 
family.” 

She was also accused of 
not spending her allocated 
fund for community 
projects. But she added: “As a 
matter of record, I have 
awarded my Big Society 
Fund to St Barnabas Hospice 
to help support the excellent 
services they provide.” 


Objection fails as medical centre wins planning go-ahead 


PLANS to expand a 
village medical centre 
by building two large 
cabins in its grounds 
have been approved - 
despite a conservation 
officer describing it as 
inappropriate. 

Bosses at St George’s 
Medical Centre in 
Parsons Lane, 
Littleport, applied to 


East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for 
planning permission 
for the cabins in April. 

They said the cabins 
would be used not only 
to provide extra surgery 
space but to also 
provide a new 
pharmacy - something 
which has been 
welcomed by villagers. 


The district council 
has now given 
premission, despite the 
objections of 
conservation officer, 
Lorraine King. 

She said: “The overall 
style of the buildings is 
more commonly found 
as temporary office 
space on a building site 
and it is not 


appropriate for a 
permanent addition to 
such a prominent 
building within the 
streetscape. 

“The principal of 
extending the building 
to provide additional 
facilities is not an issue. 

“However, it needs to 
be carried out in a 
much more cohesive 


way with a much 
higher standard of 
design.” 

Littleport Parish 
Council expressed no 
concern over the 
proposals, which have 
now been approved by 
the district council for a 
three-year period while 
a permanent solution is 
found. 


Sponsors plea 
for new school 


SPONSORS are being sought to 
help set up and run a new 
primary school in Soham. 

Education chiefs at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council are looking for 
sponsors for what will be either 
an academy or a free school. 

The plan is to build the new 
school on land at The Shade in 
Soham. 

It will be funded by the 
county council, built in two 
phases and will help cater for 
the increasing shortage of 
primary school places in the 
district. 

Phase one will open in 
September next year for 30 
reception-aged children. 

The school will increase with 
a new reception class annually 
until the school is providing for 
all seven year groups - a total 
of 210 places. 

Phase two is dependent 
upon housing development 
but is not expected to be 


required until after 2016. 

The school will include 
purpose-built early-years 
accommodation and the site 
proposed is within the 
ownership of the county 
council’s Farms Estate, and has 
already been designated for 
education use within the East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council Soham Masterplan. 

A formal planning appli¬ 
cation was submitted in May 
and is expected to be 
determined in August.

Rider ‘not to blame’ for race fatality 


A TALENTED motocross 
rider died when he was hit 
by another competitor in a 
race at Mepal Mo top ark, an 
inquest has heard. 

Thomas Smith, 32, had 
fallen from his motorcycle 
when an oncoming rider 
collided with him at 
between 30mph and 50mph, 
causing a fatal heart injury. 

A tyre print from the bike 
was left on Mr Smith’s 
clothing, the inquest in 
Huntingdon was told. 

The jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death on Mr 
Smith, of Medway Road, 
Crawley, who died from 


POLICE are urging people 
to stop swimming in an 
agricultural reservoir.

Her condition is critical but stable.”

No real choice 
for new cinema

It should be a vibrant, 
quirky, attractive, multi-faceted 
centre of leisure - and it could be. 
But those who make the decisions 
need more imagination, foresight 
and verve. And while they’re at it, 
perhaps they could develop The 
Makings as a quality alternative to a 
mainstream cinema.

junction before the cameras arrived? 
Have they prevented the boy racers 
from using the route as a race track, 
the establishment of two cannabis 
factories at Waterside, the pilfering 
of milk from our doorsteps, the 
destruction of the flowers in the 
boxes at the front of the properties 
or the parking on double yellows and 
pavements by builders for hours, 
causing traffic mayhem at the 
junction? I have recently seen four 
drivers take the corner on their 
mobile phones - a policeman would 
have spotted most of these ‘crimes’ 
and charged the criminals 
accordingly.

Crash victim 
grew cannabis 

A CANNABIS grower has told 
magistrates he needed his 75 
plants for pain relief following two 
serious car crashes. 

Richard Fyson admitted growing 
a crop with a street value of up to 
£68,000 at his Soham home, but 
told police it was for his own use 
for medical reasons. 

The 51-year-old, of Staples Lane, 
was also found with a small 
amount of heroin. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said 
investigators were satisfied there 
was no intention to supply and the 
defendant admitted production of 
cannabis and possession of 0.2mg 
of heroin. 

He added: “He says it helps with 
the pain following two serious car 
accidents which have led to a 
number of operations. He had to 
have metal implants in his body 
and things of that nature, and has 
been growing cannabis for medical 
reasons.” 

Cambridge magistrates comm¬ 
itted the case to the city’s Crown 
court for sentencing. 


Man, 61, admits making 
indecent Images of girl 


A MAN who encouraged a young 
girl to pose for indecent pictures 
has escaped an immediate jail 
sentence. 

Martin Spence, 61, also used a covert 
camera to film the girl, Cambridge 
Crown Court was told. 

Spence, of Wentworth Road, Coveney, 
has been given a 12-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years, with a 
condition that he undertakes a sex 
offender programme. 

He was also ordered to pay £400 costs 
and put on the sex offenders’ register. 

Spence, who is a tenant farmer in the 
village and lorry driver, admitted two 
offences of causing a child to be involved 
in pornography, possessing indecent 
pictures of a child and making indecent 
images of a child. 

The girl was aged between about 11 
and 14 when the offences were

committed. 

The court heard that Spence faced a 
minimum sentence of six years for 
causing a child to be involved in 
pornography. 

But Judge Jonathan Haworth said: 
“That seems out of all proportion to 
what happened in this case.” 

He said he would use sentencing for 
other sex offences as a guideline instead 
which he considered more appropriate. 

Judge Haworth said it was more 
important for Spence to have treatment 
rather than serve a short sentence 
without being given any help and that 
his family also stood to lose their home if 
he was locked up. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said Spence 
was arrested after a witness took a video 


found at his home to Ely police. 

His home was searched and a quantity 
of lower-level indecent images of 
children were found. 

There were also CDs of a girl removing 
her clothing and footage of a naturist 
holiday camp which included children. 

Ms Walker said there were images of 
the girl removing her clothes and also of 
her being filmed when she was unaware 
of it. 

Nicola May, mitigating, said: “There 
was no financial motive or gain. There is 
no suggestion that any of the 
photographs were distributed.” 

She said no physical force or threats 
had been involved in taking the pictures, 
which then stopped completely. 

Miss May said: “He has not sought to 
minimise his role. He has struggled to 
comprehend the motives for his 
behaviour.”

‘Keep out of our 
neighbourhoods’ 


ANGRY householders say 
people’s lives are being put at risk 
by drivers using residential 
streets as a rat run. 

Families in the Victoria Street and 
Annesdale area of Ely are urging motorists 
to stop using their streets as short cuts - 
and to stop speeding along them. 

People say the issue has got worse since 
Sainsbury’s opened in nearby Lisle Lane. 

Because congestion has increased in 
Broad Street, drivers are cutting down 
Victoria Street and along Annesdale to get 
onto Station Road, instead of queuing at 
the junction with Back Hill. 

Speaking on the community website 
ShapeYourPlace, Richard Roberts, of 
Victoria Street, said: “Although the streets 
are narrow, this doesn’t stop drivers racing 
down at ridiculously high speeds. 

“Parked cars in Victoria Street have 
already been damaged by passing 
vehicles. It’s only a matter of time before a 
more serious accident happens. 

“The pavements are very narrow and 
wing mirrors of larger vehicles often 
overhang them. Not every pedestrian 
realises this or is agile enough to jump out 
of the way when a vehicle hurtles past.”

Calls have been made for a mini 
roundabout to be built at the junction 
with Broad Street and Back Hill. However, 
highways bosses insist it is not possible to 
build one there. 

Resident Gina Betts, of Annesdale, is 
worried someone could be killed. 

She said: “Cars are using Victoria Street 
and my road as a rat run as they’re too 
impatient to queue at the junction. 

“The speed they travel at, despite them 
both being residential streets, is 
frightening and I seriously believe 
someone is going to get seriously hurt or 
killed.” 

In a message to motorists she added: 
“Keep out of our neighbourhoods and 
stick to the main roads.” 

Since the opening of Sainsbury’s, many 
residents believe the Forehill, Broad Street 
and Back Hill area of Ely should be made 
one-way to traffic to reduce congestion. 

Some Victoria Street residents are also 
calling for their road to be made one-way, 
but council chiefs insist making the area 
one-way would not solve the issues.

A GROUP dedicated to saving 
people’s lives is celebrating 
its fifth anniversary. 

The Ely Community First Res¬ 
ponders were set up in 2007 and 
have been tackling medical emer¬ 
gencies ever since. 

The group is made up of 11 first 
responders, who work alongside the 
ambulance service by attending 
local 999 calls and providing 
lifesaving support to patients until 
paramedics arrive. 

In a typical month, the responders 
deal with around 20 patients and 
volunteer up to 600 hours. 

In March this year, they attended 
14 calls - seven heart-related or 
involving chest pains, two involving 
unconsciousness, one minor bleed, 
two falls, one seizure and one person 
with a breathing problem. 

First responder schemes have also 
been set up in surrounding villages, 
providing even more support to the 
ambulance service. 

Emma Greaves, co-ordinator for 
the Ely Responders, is urging more 
people to get involved, either in Ely 
or elsewhere in East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

She said: “We have had a fantastic 
five years and the group has gone 
from strength to strength. 

“We have had a lot of support 
from the public helping with 


funding new equipment, raising our 
profile and getting new groups out 
in the surrounding villages. 

“The feedback from the patients 
has been very positive and we are 
thrilled that we are out there making 
a difference and saving lives. 

“In the past five years we have 
seen two of our responders highly 
commended for the volunteer 
awards, help set up two new groups 
with two more on the way, we have 


gone to schools and events to teach 
the public emergency life support 
skills and to demonstrate what we 
do and the equipment we use. 

“We are lucky to have a very strong 
team so we confident that we will be 
able to keep the first responder 
service available to the residents in 
Ely for the foreseeable future.”

Theft rise 
prompts 
police alert 

TOOL theft from vans and 
trucks is on the rise in East 
Cambridgeshire and own¬ 
ers are being urged to keep 
their vehicles secure. 

Police are urging resi¬ 
dents to lock their vans in 
garages or to take extra 
security measures if that is 
not possible. 

Advice includes parking 
vans in well-lit areas, 
storing expensive equip¬ 
ment out of view and fitting 
window blanks to block the 
view from outside. 

Police are also recomm¬ 
ending people install van 
alarms and to mark their 
vehicles, either by en¬ 
graving or by fitting a GPS 
tracker. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “It is a proven 
deterrent to mark/register 
your property. 

“This can be done in a 
number of ways; the use of 
a bright-coloured paint, 
engraving or anything that 
identifies the property as 
being yours makes it less 
attractive for thieves. 

“Most thieves operate on 
a time basis - the longer it 
would take a thief to gain 
entry the better the chance 
they will not bother 
attempting and move on to 
a less secure vehicle. 

“Securing your vehicle 
with several deterrents will 
make you less likely to be 
deemed a soft target.”

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Review as charit y chief retires 


THE manager of a 
charity which helps 
elderly, disabled and 
vulnerable residents 
live independently in 
their own homes is to 
retire next year. 

Yvonne Thresh’s decision 
to leave Care and Repair 
East Cambridgeshire next 
April has sparked East 
Cambs District Council to 
launch an urgent review of 
its ‘home improvement 
agency’ services. 

Care and Repair East 
Cambs, based in Soham,

was set up in 1995 and 
provides assistance to 
elderly and disabled families 
across the district to help 


them access funding to help 
them continue to live in 
their own homes. 

The charity also helps 
organise building work 
which has been funded by 
the district council’s 
Disabled Facilities and 
Discretionary Home Im¬ 
provement Grants to be 
carried out at people’s 
homes. 

Yvonne’s decision to retire 
has instigated the district 
council to launch a review 
into how the services could 
be delivered in the future. 

The options are to 
appoint a new manager 


when Yvonne leaves, to 
tender the services the 
charity provides or to bring 
the services in-house to the 
district council. 

Another option would be 
for the charity to join the 
newly-formed Cambridge¬ 
shire Improvement Agency, 
which involves South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Cambridge City 
Council and Huntingdon¬ 
shire District Council. 

Members of the district 
council’s development and 
transport committee 
approved the review last 
Tuesday. 


Cllr Peter Moakes, council 
leader and chairman of the 
committee, said demand on 
the charity’s services will 
increase in years to come. 

He said: “Care and Repair 
do an amazing amount of 
work for elderly residents or 
those with disabilities. 

“Their help has made sure 
many people have been able 
to continue to live 
independent lives and 
reduce the burden on the 
NHS.” 

The findings of the review 
are expected to be 
presented to the committee 
in the autumn. 


Card shop staff look 
to be on safe ground 


STAFF at Ely’s Clinton 
Cards shop have been 
given some good news. 

Administrators have 
found a buyer for the 
troubled greetings card 
chain - and the store in 
Ely’s High Street looks 
set to remain open. 

Clinton and its 
subsidiary Birthdays 
went into adminis¬ 
tration last month, 
threatening the future 
of 750 stores nation¬ 
wide, and 4,500 jobs. 

About 400 shops, 


picked by adminis¬ 
trators Zolfo Cooper as 
commercially viable, 
have now been bought 
up by Lakeshore 
Lending Limited, a 
subsidiary of the 
American Greetings 
Corporation. 

They include Ely’s, 
the two Clinton Cards 
in Cambridge, in The 
Grafton and Grand 
Arcade, and the shops 
in St Ives, St Neots, 
Huntingdon, Saffron 
Walden and Haverhill.

Algae alert on 
Ouse Walshes 

People and pets urged to stay clear 


A POTENTIALLY toxic algae 
bloom has been spotted in a 
stretch of water - sparking a 
public warning. 

People and their pets are being urged 
to stay away from the water and water’s 
edge along the Counter Drain between 
Welney Bridge and Welches Dam on the 
Ouse Washes. 

Routine water sampling by Environ¬ 
ment Agency officers has identified a 
potentially toxic blue-green algae, in the 
watercourse. 

The algae is not currently visible on 
the water’s surface but it is present and 
could cause illness in humans and 
animals. 

The Counter Drain has been 
monitored closely over the past week 
following the discovery of more than 50 
fish struggling near the surface of the 
water at the same location on June 1. 

Tests at the time revealed that 
dissolved oxygen levels within the 
watercourse were significantly low, 
causing the fish to gasp for breath. 

Officers took immediate action to 
aerate the water with specialist 
equipment to save the fish. 

Throughout the Jubilee weekend they

monitored the situation, maintained 
the aerators and dosed the watercourse 
with hydrogen peroxide which releases 
oxygen into water. 

The situation has now improved and 
dissolved oxygen levels have risen above 
those critical for fish, helped in part by 
recent rainfall. 

The Environment Agency is now 
working to reduce the risk to humans 
and animals. 

The organisation has notified 
farmers, water abstractors and angling 
clubs in the vicinity and has placed 
warning signs along the stretch of water 
to alert the general public. 

Environment Agency staff will 
regularly test water samples from the 
affected area and warnings will remain 
in place until the algal count drops to a 
safe level - high temperatures could 
encourage further growth of the algae 
and prolong the situation.

They want the improvements to be 
made a condition of the new 
Thameslink, Southern and Great 
Northern rail franchise. 

The work would enable half- 
hourly trains to run between King’s 
Lynn, Ely and London, and speed up

services between Norwich and 
Cambridge. 

It would also enable more frequent 
services to run between Ipswich and 
Peterborough, all of which 
campaigners say would boost 
economy in East Anglia. 

Ms Truss said: “By upgrading Ely 
North and removing the current 
bottleneck at the junction, this will 
create the opportunity for a King’s 
Lynn and Norwich Flyer service, with 
increased frequency. 

“Last month the Secretary of State 
said that she wanted to even out the 
rail spend across the whole of the 
country and I believe Ely North is on 
the right tracks to benefit from this.” 

Network rail is also backing the 
plans.

THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT 
Certificate 15, 2h04m 

LOVE hurts - though not too badly 
- in Nicholas Stoller’s romantic 
comedy about a doe-eyed couple 
whose rose-tinted dreams of 
marital bliss are undone by the 
pressures of everyday life. 

The Five-Year Engagement is 
written by Stoller and leading man 
Jason Segel and trades heavily on 
the winning rapport between Segel 
and British actress Emily Blunt. 

The leads gel delightfully in front 
of the cameras and kindle sparks 
of sexual chemistry that have us 
rooting for their soon-to-be-weds 
when fate conspires to tear them 
apart. 

San Francisco sous chef Tom 
(Segel) meets psychology 
graduate Violet (Blunt) at a ‘Make 
Your Own Superhero’ party. On the 
first anniversary of that meeting, 

Tom nervously pops the question 
with help from his best friend Alex 
(Chris Pratt). 

Tom’s parents Pete (David 



Paymer) and Carol (Mimi 
Kennedy) and Violet’s mother 
Sylvia (Jacki Weaver) are thrilled 
and, at the subsequent 
engagement party, bed-hopping 
ladies’ man Alex has an encounter 
with Violet’s emotionally volatile 
sister Suzie (Alison Brie) that he 
will never forget. 

Soon after, Violet secures a 
doctoral position at Michigan 
University, studying under 
Professor Winton Childs (Rhys 
Ifans), and so Tom selflessly 
sacrifices his career to follow her 
to the frozen Midwest. 

However, the move puts the 


relationship under intolerable strain 
and Tom and Violet contemplate 
breaking off the engagement to 
pursue their career ambitions in 
separate states. 

Stoller’s slick confection woos 
us with a terrific opening 30 
minutes of zinging one-liners and 
colourful supporting 
performances. After the promising 
start, the initial attraction to the 
script and the characters wanes 
and we almost fall out of love 
entirely with the film during a 
plodding and bloated middle 
section that noticeably treads 
water.

Go natural to 
boost butterfli 


B utterflies 

have long been 
among the prettiest 
visitors to the British 
garden, feeding on 
buddleia and other nectar- 
rich plants, providing 
movement, colour and 
interest for all as well as 
being beneficial 
pollinators. 

But the terrible summers of 
the last two years and the cold, 
wet weather in late spring and 
early summer have all 
contributed to a reduction in 
numbers, according to the 
charity Butterfly Conservation, 
the world’s largest research 
institute for butterflies and 
moths. 

“This spring could have been 
catastrophic for butterflies, 
because it means we will have 
had three really bad breeding 
seasons in a row,” says Dr 
Martin Warren, the charity’s 
chief executive. 

“We have evidence that even 
common butterflies such as the 
small tortoiseshell are getting 


record their sightings to 
provide the vital data which 
helps to determine how best to 
conserve the UK’s butterflies. 

To enter, just find a sunny 
place and spend 15 minutes 
counting every butterfly seen 
and then submit sightings 
online at www.bigbutterfly 
count.org. 

But it is also hoping that 
gardeners can help boost 
populations by encouraging a 
small patch of their garden to 
grow wild, so providing a vital 
haven for threatened species. 

“Habitats where butterflies 
breed are becoming much 
smaller, as people have gone for 
formal gardens and more 
pesticide use. Butterflies tend to 
breed in long grasses and 
wildflower meadows, but much 
of that habitat has been lost.” 

Leaving a patch of your 
garden wild doesn’t mean it will 
just be a mess, he says. Seeding 
it with herbs such as oregano, 
thyme and marjoram will not 
only provide rich nectar sources 
for butterflies, but will also be 
useful in the kitchen. 

Buddleia has long been seen

much rarer. Almost three- 
quarters of UK butterfly 
species have decreased in 
population during the last 
decade. Last year we saw a 
quarter less butterflies than in 
the previous year.” 

The weather in recent years 
has just exacerbated the 
situation, Warren continues. 

“In 2010 and 2011 we had a 
really bad July and August, as 
butterflies struggled to feed, fly 
and find a mate in the chilly 
conditions. The cold, wet 
weather in summer reduces 
their chances of survival.” 

The charity is urging people 
take part in this year’s Big 
Butterfly Count, from July 14 to 
August 5, in which people

as the key species to attract 
colourful red admirals, peacocks 
and small tortoiseshells. But less 
showy plants such as clover, ivy 
and daisies provide caterpillars 
and butterflies with much- 
needed food and shelter. 

Steer clear of “double 
flowers” as they tend to 
produce much less nectar than 
single-flowered varieties. FI 
hybrid plants also usually 
produce very little pollen. 


Spare a few brambles and 
nettles from the chop and plant 
some wildflowers and you will 
be providing your garden 
butterflies with a vital source of 
food and shelter. 

Verbenas are good nectar 
plants, especially Verbena 
bonariensis, a very popular 
border perennial from South 
America. 

Michaelmas daisies, including 
asters, lavender, the ice plant 


(Sedum spectabile), scabious 
and honesty, are all butterfly 
magnets. 

Certainly this year’s garden 
shows so far, including Chelsea, 
have shown a move away from 
formal towards more natural 
planting with native species - 
and if we all follow suit, we may 
give the butterflies the boost 
they need.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Falkner’sjoy as she 
lifts national crown 

ELLEN Falkner is celebrating winning the British 
women’s outdoor singles title. 

The bowler, who plays indoors for City of Ely IBC and 
outdoors for St Neots, overwhelmed the Welsh 
champion Caroline Taylor 21-4 in a one-sided final at 
Bangor, County Down on Monday. 

And the two-time Commonwealth Games gold 
medallist said: “It’s a wonderful feeling to win this 
prestigious title, because, although it’s a singles 
competition, I really feel I was representing my club, 
my county and my country.” 

Falkner, who was 33 last week, qualified for a crack at 
the British title by winning the English title in Royal 
Leamington Spa last August, and opened her bid in 
Ireland with a fine 21-12 win over Jersey’s Suzie Dingle, 
winning with a well taken treble on the 20th end. 

In the final, it was all square at 3-3 after four ends, but 
a sensational three-end sequence put the 
Cambridgeshire ace out of reach, when she counted 
back-to-back maximums and a treble to lead 14-3 
after seven - and she dropped only one more single. 

“I was lucky, because I found a line and a length from 
the start, and my bowls seemed better suited to the 
rink than Caroline’s,” said Falkner. 

She expressed her delight that England had managed 
a historic clean sweep, winning British titles in 
singles, pairs, triples and fours. 

“It feels great to be part of a team that has achieved 
something special and, indeed, something that has 
never been done before,” she said. 

Falkner was hoping to add to her tally as she skipped 
one of England’s rinks as they mounted their 
challenge for the Eve Trophy in the women’s home 
international series.
